Stallcup was dead on the bed, where 
she had apparently reclined upon be­ 
coming weak. 
She still clutched two 
hairpins in her hand. 
The funeral service here Saturday

Today (Tuesday) is the centenary 
of the birth of a 
great 
man—Jean 
Henri Dunant—the man 
whose 
life 
is responsible for the Red Cross 
as 
we know* it today. 
Following 
is 
a 
brief history of his life: 
Dunant was born in Geneva, Switz­ 
erland, May 8, 1828, of Franco-Swiss 
parentage. 
Possessed of 
a 
modest 
fortune, 
he devoted his young man 
hood to works of 
charity. 
He per 
sonally 
investigated 
conditions 
of 
poverty in London, writing a pamph­ 
let on the subject, and also issued 
a 
brochure on slavery 
in 
the United 
Slates, in which he became interest­ 
ed through Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
l>ook “Uncle Tom’s Cabin”. 
In June, 1859 he was traveling leis­ 
urely when he came at the end of a 
day upon the battlefield of Solferino 
in Northern Italy, where for 15 hours 
the armies of Napoleon III of France 
and Sardinia and 
Emporer 
Francis 
Joseph of Austria had struggled for 
supremacy on the plains of Lombar­ 
dy. Three hundred thousand men had 
battled over a ten-mile 
front, 
and 
40,000 dead and dying were left 
on 
the field. 
Medical service for the victims of 
the battle was 
entirely 
inadequate. 
Dunant hastily 
sumonmed 
peasant 
women and girls to aid in volunteer 
work for the sufferers. 
Three 
days 
he devoted to this 
task, 
until 
all 
wounded had been assembled in near­ 
by villages and he had obtained some 
measure of medical help 
for 
them. 
“The Samaritan of Solferino” he was 
railed by the wounded soldiers. 
He was “so impressed by 
horror, 
compassion and pity” that he after­ 
ward described the scenes 
of 
those 
lays in a pamphlet published in 1862 
under the title “ Un Souvenir de Sol- 
derino” which urged formation of so­ 
cieties for relief of war wounded and 
creation of international agreements 
for protection of doctors, 
hospitals, 
nurses and wounded. 
“ Would it not he possible to estab­ 
lish in every country of Kuorpe, aid 
societies, whose aim it would be 
to 
provide, during war. volunteer nurs­ 
es for the wounded, without distinc­ 
tion of nationality?” he wrote. “ With 
permanent societies, such a?? I 
pro* 
pose, the chance of waste and the in­ 
judicious distribution of money 
and 
supplies would be avoided. These so­ 
cieties, by their permanent existence, 
could also render service at the time 
f epidemics, floods and great 
fires, 
ind other catastrophes; the humane 
motive which 
would 
have 
created 
them wi uld instigate them to act on 
all occasions in which 
their 
labors 
could he exercised”. 
Dunant’s hook was translated into 
the tongue of almost every civilized 
nation. The day after its appearance 
in Paris, Victor Hugo 
wrote 
him, 
“ You mm Humanity ami serve Lib­ 
e rty ”.* 
Through Dunant’s efforts, the first 
international meeting of nations 
to 
discuss formation of 
such 
societies 
was held in Geneva in 1863, with 
16 
sovereign states represented. 
Reso­ 
lutions 
of 
great 
importance were 
adopted 
neutralization 
of 
the 
wounded, of hospitals, medical 
per­ 
sonnel and that an identical 
Hag 
to 
identify this humanitarian work dur­ 
ing battle be adopted by every 
na­ 
tion. 
Out of compliment to Dunant 
and Switzerland where the first con­ 
ference originated, the Swiss (lag. 
a 
white cross on a red ground, was re­ 
versed and became the international 
Red Cross flag 
tihe m i cross upon a 
field of white. 


A diplomatic convention was call­ 
ed to meet in Geneva in August. 1864, 
and the First Treaty of Geneva 
or 
the International 
Red 
Cross treaty 
was drawn and signed by nine coun­ 
tries. 
America had 
two 
diplomatic 
representatives, who, 
however, were 
“ unollicnal observers”, 
and 
did not 
sign. 
1 he treaty did not meet 
with 
favor in the United States, in which 
the Civil W ar was then being waged. 


It was not until 1881 that President 
Arthur signed the Treaty, which had 
been brought to his attention by Clara 
Barton. 
Subsequent 
articles 
have 
been added to the treaty, until it 
is 
all embracing. 
The 
original 
docu­ 
ment created the International Com­ 
mittee, which has always maintained 
its headquarters in Geneva, and 
ad­ 
ministered tin* war-time activities of 
the international society, and its com­ 
ponent members. 
Following the World W ar, 
Henry 
!’. Davison, chairman 
of 
the 
War 
Council of tin* American Red Cross, 
was instrumental in the creation 
of 
the league of Red 
Cross 
Societies, 
with headquarters in Paris, France, 
devoted to improving 
world 
health

URGES DEATH OR HE 
TERMS FDR RODDERS 


Jefferson City, May 3.—Attorney- 
General N. T. Gentry today sent let­ 
ters to the Prosecuting Attorneys of 
each of the 114 counties of Missouri 
calling their attention to an apparent 
increase in the number of robberies 
in the State, and urging them to pros­ 
ecute under a law passed fi 
the 1927 
Legislature fixing death or life im- 
jprisonmelit as the 
maximum 
penal­ 
ties for robbery with a deadly weap­ 
on. 
The Attomy-General enclosed with 
each letter an approved form of 
in­ 
formation for filing charges under the 
new law*, known as the Henry act. 
The Henry bill was introduced 
in 
the 1927 Legislature by Carl J. Hen­ 
ry 
of 
Butler, 
representative from 
Bates County. 
The measure increas­ 
ed the minimum punishment for first- 
degree robbery, with a dangerous or 
deadly weapon, from five years 
in 
the penitentiary to ten years, 
and 
made it possible for a jury 
to 
im­ 
pose a maximum sentence of death or 
life imprisonment. 
Another act 
passed 
by the 
1927 
legislature, introduced by State Sen­ 
ator W. M. Bates of St. Louis, 
car­ 
ries mandatory increases in 
punish­ 
ment for any felony, 
if 
committed 
with the aid of a deadly weapon. 
The Bates I,aw provides that what­ 
ever punishment is provided by law 
for a felony shall be 
increased, 
if 
committed with a deadly weapon, by 
two years on first conviction; by lu 
years on second conviction; 11 years 
on third conviction, and shall be life 
imprisonment on 
fourth 
conviction. 
The increases in punishment are made 
mandatory on the trial judge. 
Prosecuting officers over the State 
have shown some hesitancy 
in pro­ 
ceeding under the two new* measures, 
due to assertions that they were 
in 
conflict and might prove invalid. Oth­ 
er attorneys have declared there is no 
conflict. 
So far, no case has arisen 
in the Supreme Court which would de­ 
cide the question.

COTTON YIELD SAYS EXPERT 


The best means of increasing cot­ 
ton yields in Southeast Missouri is to 
leave the plants thick in 
the 
row. 
Three feet of a row’ 
of thick-spaced 
cotton often produces more open cot­ 
ton than six to ten feet of a widely 
spaced row, acording to Ide P. T rot­ 
ter, cotton extension specialist of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
The p lanting of 1 to 1 *4 bushels of 
high germ inating seed per acre on

firm, clean seed bed will usually se­ 
cure a continuous stand 
of

young plants.

Henri Dunant—the man 
whose 
life 
is responsible for the Red Cross 
as 
we know it today.

Dunant was born in Geneva, Switz- 
erlaml, May 8, 1828, of Franoo-Swiss 
parentage. 
Possesse«! of 
a 
modest 
fortune, 
he «levoted his young man­ 
hood to works of 
charity. 
He per­ 
sonally 
investigated 
conditions 
of 
poverty in London, writing a pamph­ 
let on the subject, ami also issued

brochure on slavery

States, in which he became interest­ 
ed through Harriet B«*echer Stowe’s 
Imok “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin”. 
In June, 1850 he was traveling leis­ 
urely when he came at the end of a

loseph of Austria had struggled for 
supremacy on the plains of Ixmihar- 
dy.

cent of the cost of raising 
chickens. 
It is im practical for th« 
farm er 
or 
poultry ra ise r to supply 
all 
of 
his 
poultry feed b u t he should at 
least 
raise 
over 
h alf 
of it, states S. R. 
W alls, of A rkansas College of A gri­ 
culture. 
All poultry feeds come under 
the 
following headings: 
Grains, animal 
protein (m eat or meat a rap), g.een 
feed and o y ster shell. 
It is possible 
for the farm er to supply every 
bit 
of this feed except the oyster

and it is very necessary for

supply a large per cent of this feed if 
he expects very g reat returns 
from 
his chickens. 
The farm er
